Confederated Empire — Its 
Area — Population and 

CiassificaxioiiL- 

Having ou a loiiucr occasion dis- 
cussed tho fimiiiciul question of our 
relations with the jMother Coiintn-, wo 
iiowpurposc takiu/jffiiock of the Empire. 
It will bo our duty to inoaHuro its ex- 
tent, to count its jiopuhitions and to 
note it3 leading chaificteristics. We 
slittll thoD realize not only ita gigan- 
tic proportions, its iiainouso strength 
: and inherent vitality, but, what is far 
' ittS'riB'to tho point, we shall bo enabled 
to gauge the benefit wo derive thcro- 
iioiii \Mule reuiaining integral portions 
of it. Xo body politio, or might wo 
term it empire, in ancient days or in 
modern times has been animated by 
such a spirit of humanizing progress, 
or so favorably situated and admirably 
qualified to inilucnco bcnefieialh' its 
comijonent communities or contermin- 
ous nationalities. The relative size of 
Great Britain and of hor colonies and 
dependencies has been somewhere 
not inaptly illustrated in the 
following manner: Talcing a chess- 
board to represent the Eiupirc, Great 
Britain would occupy one square, the 
Colonies forty-four, and India eight. 
Great Britain measures 122,518 square 
miles, Her population in 18GG was a 
trifle over thirty millions or 215 houIs 
to the square mile. The Colonies ex- 
tend over 5,388,870 square miles, and 
at the same date had a population of 
9,94:2,162, or less than two to tho 
square mile. Tlierefore, although forty- 
four times bigger than the ^Mother 
Country, the (Jolonios had about two- 
thirds loss inhabitants. Calculating 
at Great Britain's density of jjopula- 
tion, the Colouies can find homes fi r 
the astounding number of one billion, 
three hundred millions of people! Is 
this not truly a noble inlientance? At 
^his date, that is in 18()(J, the total trade 
between Great Britain and those infant 
nations was XG(),(>4:G,151 sterling, or 
sE6 2s. per hfud. Assuming the six pounds 
sterling to continue tho per capita rate, 
and multiplying it by the immigrants the 
colonies can absorb, and we have a trade 
between thorn and Great Britain swelling 
up in tho distance of tiino to tho inrcrcili- 
ble figure of 7 billinn.s '.)20 iiiilliouH isti-'r- 
ling. Is this no iiuluceineiit 'o foster and 
perpotualo the connection ? Wo •.•ontiuo 
to answer in tlio allirmativo. Lastly comes 
India and its dependencies, a giautof old, 
small only when compared with the 
young colossus we have been consider- 
ing. Her area moasurcs 'J!)5,'J150 sqtuire 
miles, and nnnibored a iiopulution at tlmt 
date of 151,512,li7(i, or 152 to the square 
mile. These teeming millions yield a 
Irude only of lis. (id. per head, or'a total 
of £72,981,012, cearly proving ' tho fact 
that however important that noble de- 
pendency of the crown may be in many 
respeots, for commercial value, in i)roj)0 - 
tibato population, she siuks far beiov. 
that of the remainder of the Enqjiro. 
These figures have, however,, ccnisnlor- 
ably altered Hineo the last Indian c<in.sus. 
which biings the population soniewhero 
to 225 millions, with a coi iesponding in- 
crease in trade — an increase which will 
now keep pace with tho dovoloijoiont of 
the railway system, tlie inland steam 
navigation, tho security to property, 
and tho internal tranquility now estab- 
lished throughout the country, ^\'t■ can 
not pass on witliout expressing a regret 
that the taking uf the census should not 
be simultaneous throughout the Colonial 
Empire, asiho comparative results in sta- 
tistics wo should then ascertain through 
this change would be intiuitely more 
practical, tolling and valuable. Of the 
fifty colonies and dependencies owning 
onr flag, sonio are mere niililary posts. 
fortro3sos,on naval stations I. old for strate- 
gic purj)o.-ios. Wonie are tropical settle- 
ments, valuable only as feeders to our 
commerce. Others are conquered pro- 
vinces, peopled by alien mcos, while 
others, agam, are small counterparts ol 
Great Britain, part and parcel of her llesli 
and blood. We may, tlierefore, chissily 
the Colonies for ])urpiis(.'s of discussion 
into four dill'iM-eut citc-cu-ii's oi' .^'im.iijs, 
accoriling as thf^y are (listiu;4'uislicd liy 
one or other of thesis four lead- 
ing characteristics or innin features. 
In the lii'st part we liiive the 
Btrategio colonies of Heligoland, Ciibral- 
tar, INIalta, A<leii, Ij.ibuaii, .Singapore, 
Hong Kong, IMauritius, St. Ileh'nu and 
many others, hi tho second we tind the 
tropical sottlenuuits of the Cuianus, the 
West Indies, West African settlements, 
Honduras and soon, whoso rich product- 
ions have poured untold wealth into the 

slave question is but a preparing to bound 
forward -in tho race of nations. In the 
third are einbraciid the Inilian provinces 
of Assam, Arai'im and Tenasscriin, of 
Soinde,|ttndPunjaub, of Bengal, :M.i,lras 
■ and Bombay, vast arsenals of nulitiuy 
powe^i'rioh feeders of our trade, immcnsn 
makie-weight] in the scales of national 
TnHiafnnrth we have tho purelv 
Anglo-Saxon communitios transported 
li^ ^..i Co.i...iy, t.i.iiu;; root, grow- 
ing and expanding into ixipalous, thriving 
and i)ow(uful nations. Such arethe North 
American, Aust ralasiau , and South African 
Colonies. These lust are the corner stones 
of tiiu buikiing of which the mother 
Country IS tlio foundation. Those, under 
every count, financial, commercial and 
political, are the most important, and 
most contribute to the solidity of the Im- 
IDorial fabri(!. In them Gieat Britain is 
faithfully repidduced in thefourciuarters 
of the globo, tho health and vigorous 
growth of hor political institutions insur- 
ed and promoted," and through thorn Eu- 
ropean civih'zalion spread to the remotest 
and most, l),irl)iir(jiis purtioiis of tho earth. 
Wo rc^serve for a f iituro article a closer 
inapoction and fuller exposition, seriatim, 
of the four great groups of Colonios and 
dopeadeauio.i of tho British Crowu. A 
thorough appreciation of their relative 
li.e.'its and consequent valuo is neoossary, 
previous to e.Kamiaiug the development 
of tho policy of Confederation, a policy 
that atiects us so closely and iu which wo 
are all bo dooply,;;ia^e,rsBt«d« '•••.•"^"''•'"^

The young Marquis of Bute has just 

boon delivering a lecture in a London 
Catholic Hchool-rnom on the Holy Land, 
through which ho rocontly made a jjious' 
l)ilgrimago. It; is refreshing to see a young 
nolileman wiio has enteredtoiot only upon 
an ancient title, but tho pcfisessibn of es- 
tates which yield him a thousand pounds 
a day, devoting- himself earnedUy ,to the 
serious affairs of life. Tho change which 
has taken placo in the habits of tho no- 
bility within a century is cnrtaiuly aston- 
ishing. Some of the house of .'Vrgyll have 
actually gone into trade; duchesses havo 
sung in imblio concerts at Exeter Hall; 
the Countess of Dudley, a few years ago

Tlioso figures diU'er Irom 
those of the School Report sent to the 
Trustees. The numbers rcturneJ to them 
on the 3l8t July "were as follows:-r- 

Eovs on roll, 15S; average attendance, 
77. 

Girls on roll, 190; average attendance, 

150. 

The School Trustees arc of opiuioa 
that it is for tho avera^je attenilancn 
rather tlian for tho total number on the 
roll, that school acconunodatiini is re- 
quired . 

Since tho last report there has been an 
increaso in the attendanceat both Scliools, 
but not to tlio oxtont stated by tho Sbnnl 
<vd.

Princely Irregularities. 

In iho early part of 1801, says a writer 

in "Tem|)le Bar,"' tlio Prince of Wales was 
thought to be ill; but the illness arose, it 
was baid, from the fact that tho Prince 
and t 111! lJuke of Norfolk had been ho 
drunk for three whole da\-s that tho for- 
mer at last fell like a pig, aud would 
have died like one, but for prompt and 
cojiioua bleeding. How rude tho "first 
gentleman" coultl bo, when he chose, to his 
wile, ia well know. At a drawing room 
held by (Juoen Charlotte in Juno, 1807, 
when the Prince and Princess of Wales 
wore present, bo took no notice of tlio 
the princess. Turning his back upon her 
he.stood. between bur and thociueen, and 
as long as the princess loinained ho kept 
up a conversation with his sisters, thereby 
preventing them from addressing a word 
to his wife. This feeling against his wife 
he i>araded evoywhoro. lie was jealous of 
her jjoiiiilarity — quite unnecessarily, for 
she made horsolf lediculous, aud tho sub- 
ject of scornful criticism, by her lavish 
dispbiy at evening parties or her protube- 
rant beauties. At those parties thoPrinco 
would stare at ladies whom he knew with- 
out si)oakingto them. His coudescendiDg 
sjieeoli was adiircased only to his first 
wife, Jlrs. Fiti;horbort, and her sister, 
Lady Haggerstoiie. The first ot these la- 
dies" lived at Brighton, with tho state of a 
(lueen and tho sjiirit of a goddess of 
mirth. Moanwhilo his royal highness 
Hirted with hia "future dachoss," tho 
^[arebionesss of Hertford. One of Queen 
Fitzhorbort's merriest tales related how a 
man had sent to her some lemonade pow- 
ders ho had invented, on the ground that 
Ihey were highly approved by the march- 
ionncHS in tpiestiou. 

In 1802. Bith was surprised by a visit 
from the Dnke of York. He brought tho 
duchess with him and I'sft her there tho 
next (lay. llm- friends reported that 
she bad Jieen bitten severely in tho hand 
by one of her numerous pet dogs, and 
that tho wound was privately pumped 
upon daily. But the public story was 
that His Koyal Highness had lost £.200,- 
000 at plaV; and had been compelled to 
break np liis town establishment. The 
scandalous, story of tho Dnko and Jlrs. 
Clarke, a mistress, who S(dd jthu'os and 
couuuissicjiis. is pknisantly balanced by 
an incident rosiieeting a sou of the Duke 
of Clarence aud his mistress, Mrs. Jordan 
— -Lieuteuant l^itzclarouco — in 1800. — He 
was in Spain with tho army that year, and 
be reversed La Fortaine's fable of the 
mulo who was ahvay.s talking about his 
iiiotlior, tlic mare, but said little of liis 
Father, the ass. --The lieutenant was the 
foolish aide do-camp of the foolish (jen.

Court- 
jester mill jiriiice, they passed tho night 
ilriiiluiig and fooling till six o'clock, when 
Ills lligliiiess was carried to bod in an ap- 
oplexy, from which he only recovered 
at the cost of sovon-and-twenty oniices of 
blood. Ho was as near death at this cri- 
tical juncture ns a man could bo and yet 
live.

Wlion tho allied HovereigMis 
cutcreil Lomlorr bo wan ready for all the 
duties and cn.gcj: for all the ploasureu that 
Ihi! occasion oil'ered, but heshocked some 
people on 0110 occasion by presiding ata 
publio dinner on Sunday,

A couductor of street-cars, named 
Tioslio, boards at. a house opposite the
